A fair deduction would be that 


the jury found the judge In- 
nocent and the tlefenae attorney 
found The Nashville News 
guilty. Of the latter charge we 
would not really know how to 
describe the content, but we do 
admit that The News, takes real 
pride in being the target of an 
attack by Boyd Tackett, cer- 
tainly a leading criminal 
lawyer in these parts. 


The chance to unload loud 


condemnation of The News 
before an appreciative, pro- 
judge audience was something 
any indiscriminate, bourbon- 
voiced showman would find 
irresistible. 


The axiom in the legal 


fraternity goes something Uke 
this: when possessed with 
strong legal points, hammer 
home those points; when 
without those points, hammer 
the table, shriek, cry foul and 
divert the jury's attention to 
something away from the 
client. 


Tackett is a past master at 


this and we acknowledge his 
prowess. To his condemnation 
we say "thank you" for con- 
demnation from Tackett is the 
equivalent of sincere praise 
from his betters. 


He was generous in hit 


diversion too. He unloaded on a 
county clerk courageously 
determined to conduct the 
county business within legal - 
limits despite a big handicap; 
he unloaded on all witnesses for 
the state, the state's attorneys 
•nd the grand jury which issued 
the indictment. 


There are no apologies made 


for the objective news reports 
and the editorial opinions 
written about conduct in office 
and county business. Support 
for the grand jury, those ef- 
ficient office holders will 
always originate here, and 
conversely misconduct 
or 


neglect of office by any public 
official, when known, will be 
printed for the information of 
the people. 


That is a primary duty of any 


newspaper with a conscience 
and with courage of con- 
victions. While we accept that 
role fully and without reser- 
vation, we also know that the 
negligent or accused of- 
ficeholder will raise the false 
cry of persecution, slander and 
unfair play. That is the first and 
last refuge of those suspected of 
violating the trust placed in 
them by an often unknowing 
public. 


So anonymous telephone 


calls, anonymous letters and 
threats of economic reprisal 
are wasteful.

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Some certainties in state returns 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) — They 


say only two things are for sure 
—death and Texas in football. 


But as Arkansans go to the 


polls today — a record vote is 
forecast — one other thing is 
certain: A black will be elected 
to the state legislature for the 
first time since Reconstruction. 
Pact is, four blacks will be 
elected from districts where 
only blacks are candidates. 


Other than that, nothing 


seems assured in this general 
election. President Nixon is 
generally favored to win the 
state's six electoral votes, but 
Democrats are considered like- 
ly winners in the state-level 
races. 


Neal Sox Johnson, executive 


director of the state Republican 
party, said on election eve, 
however, GOP candidates had 
"good shots" at two state 
races, but he would not identify 
them. 


In addition to the presidential 


race, also on the Arkansas bal- 
lot will be Democratic Sen. 
John L. McClellan's bid for a 
sixth term against Republican 
Wayne Babbitt of North Little 
Rock, and Gov. Dale Bumpers' 
quest for a second term againt 
Republican Len Blaylock. 


Voters also will decide three 


other state constitutional offices 
and the issue of whether to re- 
peal Arkansas "full-crew" train 
law. 


In the only contested congres- 


sional election, GOP Rep. John 
Paul Hammerschmidt of Harri- 
son seeks a fourth term in the 
3rd District againt Guy HatfieW 
of Rogers, a retired actor who 
is the Democratic nominee. 


State Auditor Jimmie "Red" 


Jones predicted Monday the vo- 
ter turnout would be about 878,- 
700, or 87 per cent of the record 
1,010,396 registered to vote. 
While that would be the moat 
ever to vote in Arkansas, the 
percentage of the number of 
registered voters casting bal- 
lots would be less than the 72.5 
per cent who voted in the INS 
general election. 


Absentee voting was reported 


heavy across the state Monday. 
Officials attributed this mainly 
to the votes of newly enfran- 
chised 18-to-20-year-oWs and the 
general interest in the presiden- 
tial race. 


The National Weather Service 


forecast clearing skies with 
temperatures in the 60s for 
today. 


In 1968, Alabama Gov. 


George Wallace's third-party 
effort got the state's electoral 
votes with President Nixon fin- 
ishing second and Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey third. This was 
the first time since Reconstruc- 
tion that the Democratic nom- 
ine did not carry Arkansas. 


The American party presi- 


dential candidate, John G. 


Schmitz, and his running mate, 
Tom Anderson, will not be on 
the Arkansas ballot. They are 
relying on write-in votes. 
Schmitz and Anderson have vi- 
sited Arkansas but Tom Chip- 
man of Benton, director of the 
Schmitt-Anderson campaign in 
the state, said Schmitz has no 
chance of repeating Wallace's 
victory In 1980. 


The forces of Sen. George S. 


McGovem, the 
Democratic 


presidential nominee, have con- 
ceded all along that the South 
Dakota senator was the un- 
derdog in Arkansas. Brad Jet- 
son of Fort Smith, state Demo- 
cratic party chairman, said, 
though, that McGovern could 
win Arkansas "if everything 
breaks right." 


The state has been wooed 


more extensively by the nation- 
al tickets than ever before. 
McGovern has made two trips 
to Little Rock. His running 
mate, R. Sargent Shriver, has 
visited Little 
Rock and 


Texarkana. McGovem's wife 
also campaigned in Little Rock 
on* day. 


On the Nixon side, the Presi- 


dent's daughter, Tricia Nixon 
Cox, came to little Rock to 
open the state fair. 


State political observers do 


not 
believe 
that 
Nixon's 


strength In Arkansas will be of 
much benefit to the Republians 
who are contesting for state of- 


fice. The Republicans have 
waged vigorous campaigns, but 
generally have been ignored by 
their Democratic opponents. 


Babbitt, 44, tried to get 


McCleUan, 76, to debate and 
complained when the senator 
spurned the challenge that

McCleUan won a tough primary 
fight, defeating Congressman 
David Pryor toi a runoff. 


Bumpers, 47, easily won in a

BONN, West Germany (AP) 


— Chancellor Willy Brandt's 
cabinet today approved the his- 
toric treaty to normalise its re- 
lations with East Germany. 
The Communist regime was ex- 
pected to do likewise shortly, 
party chief Erich Honecker 
having declared that the pact 
was welcomed. 


A draft of the treaty was 


agreed on Monday night follow- 
ing two years of negotiations. 
Hie Bonn cabinet authorised 
Egon Bahr, the state secretary 
who negotiated for Brandt, to 
initial it "shortly" with the 
East German negotiator, Mi- 
chael Kohl. 


In the wake of the conclusion 


of the treaty, Danish Foreign 
Minister Knud B. Andersen an- 
nounced that his government as 
well as those of Sweden and 
Norway expected to complete 
arrangements for diplomatic 
recognition of East Germany in 
two or three weeks. Denmark 
and Norway as well as West 
Germany are members of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 


—East Germany will send an 


ambassador to Bonn and Bonn 
will send a minister to East 
Berlin, each to be called a 
"plenipotentiary."

TV sportscaster Don Meredith wondered 
if Khayat would begin making his players shave at 
half time. 


Hair is one of the great issues of the times. It has split 


generations, political parties, teams. Many think it ri- 
diculous, that it shouldn't be important at all, that it's 
just splitting, if you will, hairs. 


"Winning or losing," said Rossovich last season, "has 


nothing to do with hair."

Olympic commltfee 
seeking new Image 


predicted in 
Olympic voting 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


U.S. 
Olympic 
Committee, 


brushed by external problems 
and facing internal unrest, is 
going out after a new image—a 
real Madison Avenue image. 


The USOC announced Mon- 


day at a meeting here that it 
hoped to hire a public relations 
firm to give the group a new— 
and better—look. 


"We feel this is advisable be- 


caise of the criticism and dis- 
tortions that came out of the 
Munich Olympics," said Clif- 
ford H. Buck, the outgoing 
USOC president. 


This position was solidified 


by Robert J. Kane, a longtime 
Olympic official who now is 
first vice president of the 
USOC. 


He warned the members: 


"We can no longer live in a va- 
cuum. We are being clinically 
scrutinised by an aggressive 
and probing press. We can no 


longer tolerate tawdry poli- 
tics." 


Kane, the athletic director at 


Cornell University, added that 
the Olympic Committee "treats 
our athletes as mindless chat- 
tels." 


"If we don't put our house in 


order, someone else will put it 
in order for us," said Kane, 
who lost a bitter battle for the 
nomination as USOC president 
to Philip O. Krunun. 
* 


Monday's meeting at a mid- 


town hotel was the first since 
the turbulent Munich Games, 
where the U.S. Olympians were 
beset with a myriad of prob- 
lems. The various American

having this, women should 
be certain that they get at 
least the same amount of 
calcium found in one quart 
of milk each day. This can 
be gotten by using skim milk 
to avoid the fat content of 
whole milk if one desires to 
do this or it can be gotten 
from the nonfat dry milk 
powder products which can 
be used in Increased amounts 
in cooking. Finally, calcium 
tablets can be taken just as 
is commonly done during 
pregnancy to prevent a wom- 
an from having a calcium de- 
ficiency. 


In addition, a number of 
doctors feel that at the 
change of life a woman 
should have some replace- 
ment of her .female hor- 
mones, particularly if there 
is evidence on testing that 
there is a female hormone 
deficiency. There is. some 
evidence that this will help 
to prevent these changes. 


Postural exercises are 


great and women should con- 
centrate on exercises that 
help strengthen the muscles 
in their spine. This includes 
such things as back bends,

In more ad- 
vanced cases considerable 
deformity of the nose can oc- 
cur which may even require 
plastic surgery for cosmetic 
purposes.
